EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 
37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

1. Claims 22-25 are canceled. 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
22-25 directed to a non-elected invention without traverse. Accordingly, claims 22-26 
have been cancelled. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see pages 6-11, filed June 26, 2006, with respect to the 
rejections of claims 4-1 1 and 28-29 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejections of the claims have been withdrawn. Applicant persuasively argues that the 
amended claims are allowable over the prior art of record. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
4. Claims 2-1 1 and 28-30 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance. Independent claim 4 is allowed because the prior art of record 
fails to teach or fairly suggest an optical module, or means for, comprising; a plate that is 
transparent to light emitted by the light emitting device, wherein plate includes a plurality 
of reflective regions that provide substantially total internal reflection, a first one of the 
reflective regions located to reflect some of the light and a second one of the reflective 
regions located to receive light reflected by the first reflective region and to direct the 
received light to the optical monitor ; in combination with the other recited limitations in 
the claims. Claims 2-3 and 5-11, and 30 are allowed by virtue of their dependence on 
claim 4. 

Independent claim 28 is allowed because the prior art of record fails to teach or 
fairly suggest a method, or means for, comprising; a cover that is transparent to light 
emitted be the light emitting device, wherein the light passes through the cover; reflecting 
a portion of the light, wherein the portion reflected is first reflected at a first reflective 
region in a direction substantially perpendicular to a direction of light emitted by the light 
emitting device; using a second reflective region to reflect some of the light reflected by 
the first reflective region to an optical monitor housed in the optical module; and 
coupling the light not substantially reflected by the second reflective region, to an optical 
component ; in combination with the other recited limitations in the claims. Claim 29 is 
allowed by virtue of its dependence on claim 28.
